Encyclopedia of Vocational Guidance; 
ed. by Oscar J. Kaplan. 2v. 21cm. 
New York, Philosophical Library, 
c1948. tables. diagrams. cloth $18.50. 


The Encyclopedia of Vocational 
Guidance is a compilation of articles 
on various phases of guidance work 
which, according to the preface, was 
“designed primarily for professional 
counselors who do not have large libra- 
ry resources.” 

The articles are arranged alphabeti- 
cally by subject, and vary in length 
from one paragraph to many pages. 
The subjects include descriptions of 
achievement, aptitude, intelligence, 
mechanical and manual ability, trade, 
and other tests; summaries of the de- 


velopment cf guidance work in prin- 
cipal countries; data on professional 
organizations; reports on the guidance 
activities of such organizations as the 
Boy Scouts; material on major occupa- 
tions and racial groups; and pertinent 
information from such related fields as 
education, psychology, medicine, and 
general economics. The Encyclopedia 
has the declared objective “to draw at- 
tention to the wide range of this new 
applied science.” The preface points 
out that “no attempt has been made... 
to present information on training re- 
quirements, economic outlook, or gen- 
eral nature of individual occupations.” 

The subject headings are very broad 
as in the case of the nine-word head- 
ing Ministry (and Other Church Veca- 
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tions), Counseling, Candidates for the, 
and in the heading Turnover, Labor, 
and Job Security in the Major Occu- 
pations. Considerable information of 
value is to be found under such large 
headings, but the contents are not read- 
ily ascertained because the Encyclope- 
dia has no index. 

Most of the tests are grouped accord- 
ing to type or subject field, such as 
Achievement Tests, General and Biol- 
ogy Achievement Test. A few tests are 
entered under name e.g., Babcock Test 
of Mental Efficiency. However, since 
the Encyclopedia has no index, it is not 
easy to locate a test by such a common 
name as Stanford-Binet without know- 
ing what type of test it is. Familiarity 
with the volumes is an essential for ef- 
fective use of testing information. The 
articles on the tests include a descrip- 
tion of the tests, the names of the au- 
thors, the purpose and use of the tests, 
and the publishers’ names and address- 
es. With few exceptions, prices of tests 
are not given due to the possibilities of 
price changes. 

Cross references have not been used 
which is disadvantageous to anyone un- 
familiar with the terminology of guid- 
ance work or with the plan of the 
Encyclopedia. For instance, the article 
on Aptitude Testing does not refer 
directly to the more specific subject 
headings such as Clerical Aptitude 
Tests, or Pharmacy Aptitude and Inter- 
est Measurement. 

Most topics are difficult to locate and 
it is necessary to leaf through each 
volume to find the alphabetical section 
wanted. Any advantage of the encyclo- 
pedic arrangement is lost because of the 
great number of pages which are taken 
up with sub-topics without distinctive 
type-headings. The topics under In- 
telligence Tests, for example, cover 
fifty-two pages without any running 


head or symbol to indicate the alpha- 
betic section. The confusion which re- 
sults from the use of the same type-face 
for a major heading and a sub-heading 
is illustrated by pages 48 and 49 on 
which Aptitude Tests, General, on the 
left-hand page is printed in the same 
size type as “Iowa Placement Examina- 
tions” on the opposite page. More care- 
ful editing would have corrected such 
errors as the placing of the article on 
the Association of School and College 
Placement before Art, Aptitude for. 

The articles are clearly and concisely 
written by well known specialists and 
are signed with initials which refer to 
a list of contributors in the front of 
volume one. The majority of the arti- 
cles are descriptive, although some, 
such as Nursing Tests, are also evalu- 
ative. 

The material which summarizes the 
guidance activities of particular organ- 
izations, the articles giving the history 
of guidance in various countries, and 
the articles devoted to descriptions of 
tests are particularly useful. 

Bibliographies, called “References,” 
follow many articles. As a rule, full 
bibliographic data is included but pub- 
lication dates are not later than 1946. 

The Encyclopedia includes some ta- 
bles and charts which are clearly print- 
ed and easy to use in relation to the 
text, e.g., Table II entitled “Equivalent 
Scores on Some Tests of Intelligence” 
in the article on the Evaluation of In- 
telligence Tests. 

The volumes examined were not too 
well bound for their bulk but had good 
margins and type. 

From the librarians’ point of view, it 
seems unfortunate that such useful and 
well selected material has been so poor- 
ly arranged and indexed. The publish- 
ers should recognize the necessity of 
obtaining not only subject specialists 
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but also a good professional indexer 
and encyclopedist to prepare their pub- 
lication. 

Despite the difficulty in use for quick 
reference, the Encyclopedia of Voca- 
tional Guidance contains much useful 
information on tests and guidance ac- 
tivities and is recommended for reading 
and extended reference for school, uni- 
versity, and public libraries. 


Funk & Wagnalls Standard Handbook 
of Synonyms, Antonyms, and Prepo- 
sitions; by James C. Fernald. Com- 
pletely rev. ed., by Funk & Wagnalls 
editorial staff. 2lcm. New York, Funk 
& Wagnalls Co., 1947. ix, 515p. cloth

Funk & Wagnalls Standard Hand- 
book of Synonyms, Antonyms, and 
Prepositions is a newly revised edition 
of Dr. James C. Fernald’s English Syn- 
onyms and Antonyms .. . published 
first in 1896 and revised in 1914. Dr. 
Fernald, who died in 1918, was one of 
the early editors of the Standard Dic- 
tionary. Most of the material in his 
Handbook also appears in fine print 
under the individual words in current 
printings of the Funk & Wagnalls New 
Standard Dictionary. However, in this 
review the Handbook will be consid- 
ered on its own merits as an independ- 
ent work. 

The body of the book consists of over 
700 articles comparing groups of words, 
averaging rather more than a dozen in 
each group. The articles are arranged 
alphabetically by a leading word, and 
the synonyms are then listed in bold- 
face type. One or more paragraphs of 
running text discuss the words, dis- 
tinguishing between their meanings and 
working them into sentences to show 
their usage. The following extract, 
which is the first sentence from the 
article Nimble (page 298), will serve to 


illustrate the method: “Nimble refers 
to lightness, freedom, and quickness of 
motion within a somewhat narrow 
range, with readiness to turn suddenly 
to any point; swift applies commonly to 
sustained and rapid motion over great- 
er distances; a pickpocket is nimble- 
fingered, a dancer nimble-footed; an 
arrow, a race horse, or an ocean steam- 
er is swift.” 

The text does not always include all 
the words listed under the leading 
word. Most articles have appended 
lists of antonyms (without discussion), 
and a smaller number illustrate the use 
of different prepositions with the lead- 
ing word only. 

There are also cross references to 
related words in many of the articles. 

There are separate indexes of syno- 
nyms (p. 447-498) and antonyms (p. 
499-515), the former giving the word 
under which the article is entered as 
well as the page number. 

The interpretation of the term syn- 
onym is broad, comprehending not only 
words very close in meaning, but those 
having only a rather general element 
of meaning in common (e.g., abscond 
and retreat in the article Abscond; or 
dim and purposeless, given as synonyms 
of Faint). On the other hand, the 
Handbook does not discuss by any 
means all the synonyms in the lan- 
guage; for example, earth and world 
are not included, nor wind and gale. 

The 1947 edition is extensively re- 
vised. There are some new articles, 
and nearly every article shows changes 
when compared with the 1914 edition, 
though much of Dr. Fernald’s original 
wording still remains. A few instances 
might be cited where obsolete meanings 
have been allowed to stand: for in- 
stance, it is surely no longer true that 
“scholar” is the popular American term 
for pupil (page 381). 
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The “Questions and Examples” which 
were a feature of earlier editions have 
been dropped. However, the book still 
retains to a considerable degree its 
character as a work designed for study. 
The indexes mentioned above make the 
Handbook entirely usable for quick ref- 
erence, but it may well suit the person 
who is studying to improve his vocabu- 
lary better than the one who is looking 
for a substitute word on a single occa- 
sion. The latter may not find his word 
at all, or may be faced with a larger 
selection than is necessary or relevant 
to his meaning. However, in books of 
this type it is well to have a variety 
of methods and approaches. 

The format is reasonably satisfactory, 
but the inner margins are rather nar- 
row. The print, though not large, is far 
larger than that used for the corre- 
sponding material in the Funk & Wag- 
nalls New Standard Dictionary. 

Because of duplication with this dic- 
tionary, the Funk & Wagnalls Standard 
Handbook of Synonyms, Antonyms, and 
Prepositions must be regarded as a 
convenience rather than a necessity for 
most libraries. It is recommended for 
circulation, for libraries which have 
found the earlier editions useful, and 
as an additional work for reference 
where there is a demand for a variety 
of books of synonyms and usage. 


The Handbook of Basic Economic Sta- 
tistics; a Manual of Basic Economic 
Data on Industry, Commerce, Labor, 
and Agriculture in the United States. 
1948 annual ed. 21cm. Washington, 
D. C., Government Statistics Bureau, 
c1948. 242p. paper $5.75. 


The Handbook of Basic Economic 
Statistics, now in its second year of 
publication, is designed to bring to- 
gether in convenient form a collection 
of the most significant statistics relat- 


ing to the national economy. These are 
compiled by various agencies of the 
federal government and issued in a 
wide variety of publications, not all 
easily accessible. The Handbook is di- 
rected by Charles L. Franklin, Ph. D. 
Columbia, who was formerly Chief of 
the Economic Information and Analysis 
Branch of the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, and Editor of the OPA Hand- 
book of Basic Economic Data. The 
latter publication, now discontinued and 
never widely available outside govern- 
ment agencies, is the acknowledged 
model for the present non-official 
Handbook. 

The Handbook of Basic Economic 
Statistics contains eight sections: Na- 
tional Product and National Income; 
Employment and Earnings of Labor; 
Production, Labor Productivity, and 
Labor Cost; Profits and Working Capi- 
tal; Prices; General Business Indica- 
tors; Social Security Operations; and 
Federal Financial Operations. Under 
each topic statistics are broken down 
into appropriate sub-topics to cover 
various phases of the subject. For ex- 
ample, Part III, Production, Labor Pro- 
ductivity, and Labor Cost, includes 
industrial production in durable and 
non-durable manufactures by industry 
with totals and productivity and costs 
in certain specified industries. A large 
proportion of the figures take the form 
of index numbers. Figures are almost 
always for the continental United 
States, and are given annually as far 
back as 1910 or 1913 when available, 
though many series do not begin until 
1939. Monthly as well as annual statis- 
tics are generally given beginning with 
1944 or 1945. Considering the wide 
variety of sources from which the fig- 
ures are taken, a considerable degree 
of uniformity in coverage and presen- 
tation has been achieved. 
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Every page of figures carries a ref- 
erence to the page at the beginning of 
the section on which a descriptive note 
appears, and also a statement of the 
source of the statistics. The source ref- 
erences, however, usually cite the name 
of the agencies only without complete 
bibliographical data. The specific titles 
of publications which were given in the 
OPA Handbook are for the most part 
lacking. Each series of statistics (there 
are more than 1700 in all) is numbered 
for reference and coordination with the 
supplements. There is an adequate al- 
phabetical index. 

A variety of plans are available for 
keeping the Handbook up-to-date: the 
latest edition of the complete Handbook, 
with monthly supplements in pamphlet 
form, is offered for $9.75 per year; the 
Handbook in loose-leaf form, with re- 
vised sheets monthly, for $30 per year; 
and a revised edition of the complete 
Handbook every month for $48 per 
year. (Thé publishers have notified the 
committee that some change in rates 
and services will be effected during 
1949.) Supplements are dated by the 
month of issue and usually give figures 
for the second preceding month. Thus 
the supplement for June 1948 received 
in one library on June 9, contains April 
figures for most series. February and 
March statistics are also repeated so 
that it is not necessary to look at every 
supplement to obtain a complete series 
of figures. The committee has exam- 
ined the pamphlet supplements through 
September 1948, but not the loose-leaf 
edition. 

The Handbook is reproduced by an 
offset process almost entirely from 
typewritten copy. Most pages have been 
reduced in size from the original since 
a smaller format was adopted at the 
beginning of 1948. However, the col- 
umns of figures are legible and well 


aligned. 

Although many of the statistics in the 
Handbook may be found in government 
publications which would already be 
available in many libraries, the Hand- 
book performs a valuable service in 
collecting material from a variety of 
sources, some of them difficult to ob- 
tain and keep up-to-date, and also in 
bringing together on the same pages a 
long continuity of figures from past 
years and recent months. 

The Handbook of Basic Economic 
Statistics, 1948, is recommended for 
large public, university, and special 
libraries where such information is in 
demand. As for supplements, most li- 
braries will prefer the pamphlet form as 
least expensive; few would select the 
loose-leaf edition, but the $48 subscrip- 
tion may appeal to some large systems. 


The Jewish People: Past and Present. 
Vol. 1. 28.5cm. New York, Jewish 


Encyclopedic Handbooks, Central 
Yiddish Culture Organization (CY 
CO), c1946. 430p. illus. pl. maps.

Since this volume is the first of a 
set which is to be completed in three 
volumes, only an introductory review 
will be attempted at this time. Even 
before the U. S. entered the war, such 
a series of volumes in English was be- 
ing considered and the present work “is 
based principally on the three volumes 
Yidn, issued in the years 1939-1942 as 
an integral part of the General Ency- 
clopedia (in Yiddish) .”—Preface. 

“The aim of the publication The Jew- 
ish People: Past and Present is to pro- 
vide the utmost possible comprehensive 
and objective data prepared by out- 
standing authorities in the respective 
fields of scientific endeavor.” The set 
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is to cover such topics as “the develop- 
ment and evolution of social and na- 
tional movements, anti-Semitism, the 
history of Jewish literature, art, theater, 
music, languages, etc.”—Preface. 

The first volume includes monographs 
on such subjects as anthropology, ar- 
chaeology, the origin and development 
of Jewish religion, Jewish statistics, 
and economic development and migra- 
tion movements, with emphasis on Jew- 
ish religion and history. The articles 
are written by some of the foremost 
Jewish scholars of Europe, America, 
and Palestine, who have combined ac- 
curacy of content with a readable style. 
The list of names of contributors to 
volume 1, as well as the Editorial Ad- 
visory Board, Board of Editors, Asso- 
ciate Editors, and Translators precedes 
the preface and attests to the authorita- 
tiveness of the work. 

Arrangement of the sixteen mono- 
graphs of volume 1 is under the three 
main heads of anthropology, history 
and religion, and sociology and econom- 
ics; although actually there are no 
headings as such to indicate the divi- 
sions. Such an arrangement makes an 
index essential. According to the pub- 
lishers, an index for all three volumes 
will appear in the last volume. 

Most of the monographs are broken 
up into sections. For example, the one 
dealing with the Economic and Social 
Development of the Jewish People con- 
sists of four divisions: “Economic De- 
velopment,’ “Changes After First 
World War,” “Social Differentiation,” 
and “Occupational and Social Distribu- 
tion” with three of the divisions being 
further subdivided. An outline of its 
contents appears at the beginning of 
each monograph. In the text, the divi- 
sions are clearly set off by main heads 
in large caps and subheads in small 
caps. 


Of particular interest to reference 
librarians are the Chronological Table 
of Jewish History (both political and 
cultural) and the statistics to be found 
in the monographs “Jewish Population 
of the World,” “Economic and Social 
Development of the Jewish People,” 
“Economic Development of the Jews in 
the United States,” and “Jewish Migra- 
tions. ...” Sources of the figures are 
not always clearly indicated and some 
of them are not as up-to-date as one 
might wish, but the compilers are care- 
ful to point out those instances where 
the figures are only approximations. Of 
those dealing with the occupational dis- 
tribution of the Jewish population in 
America the author writes, “They are 
based on unofficial investigations in 
various small, medium-sized, and large 
Jewish communities and on estimates 
often arrived at indirectly. ...” (p. 
396). 

Explanation and analysis add interest 
and meaning to the statistics some of 
which, incidentally, do not coincide 
with popular views. In the monograph, 
“The Economic and Social Development 
of the Jewish People,” on page 365, one 
reads, “Out of the 420 directors of the 
19 largest New York banks which are 
members of the New York Clearing 
House, in 1933 only 30, or 7%, were 
Jews ... Jews are inconspicuous in 
these dominating centers of finance not 
only as executives, but even as ordi- 
nary employees.” 

Of the sixteen monographs, three 
lack bibliographies which in the others 
are found at the end of the chapters. 
Two of these are among the most im- 
portant in the book, namely, “History 
of the Jews in Ancient Times” and 
“History of the Jews in the Middle 
Ages and Modern Times” with the re- 
sult that the value of these monographs 
is greatly reduced because of this lack 
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of references. Bibliographies are called 
“References” in one case and in an- 
other “Sources.” One of the bibliogra- 
phies has the notation (p. 232) “In 
addition to the works cited in the above 
article’ thus making it necessary for 
the reader to go back through the chap- 
ter to glean his references. The bibli- 
ographies are not particularly exten- 
sive, some having as few as eight or 
nine titles; a scholar would probably 
point out serious omissions. The fol- 
lowing omissions from the bibliogra- 
phies are surprising: Ewald’s History of 
Israel; Levinger’s A History of the Jews 
in the United States; and Linfield’s ex- 
haustive statistical study “The Jewish 
Population of the United States” as 
cited in The American Jewish Year- 
book, vol. 43, 1941. The bibliographies 
include both American and foreign 
books and periodicals, but more recent 
titles are needed. 

There are numerous illustrations, 
among them several excellent colored 
plates, all of which are well placed in 
relation to the text. 

Generous inner margins will permit 
the rebinding which will be necessary 
within a short time if the volumes re- 
ceive the customary library use. 

The Jewish People: Past and Present 
undertakes to present a fresh appraisal 
of Jewish history in the light of new 
discoveries and new interpretations by 
modern scholarship since the publica- 
tion of the Jewish Encyclopedia over 
forty years ago. With the completion 
of all volumes a comparison of Jewish 
People will be made both with the 
Jewish Encyclopedia and the Universal 
Jewish Encyclopedia which was re- 
viewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 1945. 

A high standard of scholarship plus 
careful editorship to provide readable 
and interesting information have been 


maintained in volume 1 of Jewish 
People: Past and Present. Since this 
is a partial review, based on the first 
volume, final evaluation will have to 
await completion of the set. 


The Middle East 1948; Aden, Afghanis- 
tan, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Cyprus, 
Egypt, Iran, "Iraq, Syria and the 
Lebanon, Palestine, Saudi Arabia, 
Transjordan, Turkey, with a section 
on the League of Arab States. 
25.5em. London, Europa Publications 
Limited, 1948. 377p. illus. ports. maps. 
tables. cloth $10. 


The preface states that the purpose 
of this reference book “is to give fac- 
tual data on thirteen countries situated 
in the area termed by the contemporary 
strategists ‘The Middle East’.” 

No identification is made of an editor 
or an editorial board. The governments 
of the countries concerned, or their 
agencies, such as the London Branch 
of the Jewish Agency, are credited in 
the preface with giving assistance in 
the compilation of data. There are no 
signed articles. 

The volume is divided into three sec- 
tions: the League of Arab States, Coun- 
tries, and a Who’s Who in the Middle 
East. 

The first section dealing with the 
League of Arab States includes a brief 
historical sketch, translations from the 
Arabic of the Covenant and of the Cul- 
tural Treaty, and a directory of the 
offices of the League. 

The second or main portion of the 
book consists of factual information on 
Aden (Colony and Protectorate), Af- 
ghanistan, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Cy- 
prus, Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Palestine (un- 


‘ der Mandate), Saudi Arabia, Syria and 


the Lebanon, Transjordan, and Turkey, 
arranged alphabetically by country. 
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The information on each country cov- 
ers the following topics: Geography, 
People and Religions, History, Govern- 
ment, Communications, Economic Life, 
Education, the Press, and a bibliogra- 
phy. Some of the more prominent 
countries, such as Egypt and Palestine, 
have an additional section on Places of 
Interest which includes useful infor- 
mation on antiquities and tourist or- 
ganizations. The arrangement of these 
topics is uniform. The text on each 
country is preceded by a clearly re- 
produced black and white map of that 
country. The maps indicate boundaries, 
mountains, and railroads; products are 
indicated on some. Each map is fol- 
lowed by a Synopsis of Subjects which, 
with page references, serves as a table 
of contents for the material on each 
country. The volume is not indexed 
as a whole and the topic entries of 
these synopses are too broad to bring 
out many specific details. This arrange- 
ment limits quick reference use of the 
book. 

The material included on each coun- 
try is concisely and factually presented, 
and it is evident that an effort has 
been made to publish the most recent 
data. Census reports, ranging from 
1943 for Syria to October 19, 1947 for 
‘Iraq, are given for the countries of 
Aden, Cyprus, Egypt, Iraq, Syria and 
Lebanon, and Turkey. Recent popula- 
tion estimates are included for the other 
countries. The statistics on products, 
industry, imports and exports, finance, 
education, etc., are the most recent 
which are available, and in a few in- 
stances as under Revenue and Expen- 
ditures in Iran, the date is as recent as 
March of 1948. The sources of many of 
the statistical tables are indicated. 

The brief historical sketches are di- 
vided into two parts: the period before 
1914 and the years following 1914. His- 


torical events are very briefly out- 
lined. The history of Palestine to the 
termination of the Mandate is one of 
the lengthiest histories in the volume 
and is made up in part of quotations 
from such documents as the White 
Paper of 1939 and the Mandate for 
Palestine. On the whole, the text of 
these historical sketches is factual, 
but there are practically no documents 
other than those of the British. 

The lists of newspapers and periodi- 
cals, colleges and institutes of higher 
learning, libraries and museums, air 
lines, trade and industrial organiza- 
tions, learned and scientific societies 
include the names of officials. 

The bibliographies appear to be quite 
thorough, including historical and 
background material as well as titles 
as recent as 1948. 

Periodical supplements containing 
much the same information on each of 
the countries treated in Middle East 
are also maintained for another Europa 
publication, Orbis, Encyclopedia of Ex- 
tra European Countries (reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, January 
1939). 

A check was made in one library of 
the loose-leaf supplements of Orbis re- 
ceived previous to September 1948. Of 
the thirteen countries treated in Middle 
East, eight have supplements dated 
1948 (Cyprus, Egypt, Iraq, Syria, the 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Transjordan 
and Turkey). Two have supplements 
for 1947 (Aden Protectorate, Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan) and three are dated 
1946 (Afghanistan, Iran, Palestine). 
The “Arab League” supplement in 
Orbis is dated 1946. 

Much identical information about the 
countries considered is given in the 
two publications, e.g., Area and Popu- 
lation, Agriculture, Cooperative Move- 
ment, Finance and Currency, etc. How-

ever, articles receive fuller treatment 
in Middle East. For example, in the 
article on Cyprus, geographical infor- 
mation is given on Frontiers, Moun- 
tains, Rivers, Lakes, Harbours, Irriga- 
tion; a new constitution proposed by 
the British on May 11, 1948 also is 
noted. Trade and Industrial Organiza- 
tions, Places of Interest, and a Bibli- 
ography of Cyprus are included in 
Middle East, but not in Orbis. 

Population figures are identical in 
the articles on Cyprus in Statesman’s 
Yearbook, 1947 and in Middle East; 
area is given as 3572 square miles in 
the former, and 3584 square miles in 
Middle East; import and export figures 
are given for particular commodities 
for 1945 in Statesman’s Yearbook and 
by class groupings for 1938, 1945, 1946 
in Middle East. Treatment of such 
subjects as Insurance, the Cooperative 
Movement, Places of Interest, and list- 
ings of Trade and Industrial Organiza- 
tions and the Press are not to be found 
in the Statesman’s Yearbook article on 
Cyprus though they are included in 
that article in Middle East. 

The last section of the work under 
review is a Who’s Who in the Middle 
East which gives standard biographical 
information in a brief form. 

A check was made of the D section 
of these biographies with those in In- 
ternational Who’s Who, 1948, another 
publication of Europa (reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, July 
1948). Eleven of the 16 entries in the D 
section of the Middle East volume are 
found in International Who’s Who, 
1948. 

Of the eleven, the information on six 
is the same in the two publications. In 
the case of five, the material in Middle 
East appears more up-to-date and com- 
plete than in International Who’s Who, 
1948. Five names are included in this 


section of Middle East which are not to 
be found in International Who’s Who. 

In the Who’s Who section of Middle 
East faulty alphabetizing was noted in 
one case: Djahanshah’i, Mohammad 
Shafi followed the entry for Dupre La 
Tour, Francois. 

The Middle East is printed in two 
columns on good paper. Heavy black 
type, used for headings and sub-head- 
ings, is an aid in the location of mate- 
rial since the text is printed in very 
small type. The inner margins of many 
of the pages are too narrow for re- 
binding. 

The Middle East makes available a 
great deal of useful material in one 
volume. It is recommended for those 
libraries needing detailed current sta- 
tistics and factual information on the 
countries in that part of the world. 


New Standard Encyclopedia, published 
by Standard Education Society, 130 
N. Wells St., Chicago. 


The Committee hoped to procure re- 
view sets of this encyclopedia as out- 
lined in a note which appeared in the 
October 1946 Subscription Books Bul- 
letin. 

In answer to a recent letter of in- 
quiry, the publishers: reported to the 
committee by phone that “spot” revi- 
sion of the present edition of the set is 
in progress for completion in the early 
part of 1949. They expect to finish a new 
edition, under the direction of a new 
editorial staff, in 1951 (or later). 

The New Standard Encyclopedia was 
last reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin in April 1940. Earlier editions 
were reviewed in January 1931 and 
April 1934. The title should not be 
confused with Funk & Wagnalls New 
Standard Encyclopedia of Universal 
Knowledge reviewed in Subscription 
Books Bulletin, January 1945. 
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Because of the numerous requests 
for information on this set which have 
been received and of the limited revi- 
sion which is underway, the committee 
suggests that prospective buyers who 
desire the committee’s appraisal of the 
New Standard Encyclopedia delay pur- 
chase until the revision promised for 
1949 is published:and can be reviewed 
in the Bulletin. 


Who’s Who in the East: a Biographical 
Dictionary of Noteworthy Men and 
Women of the Eastern United States. 
Volume Two. 23.5em. Chicago, A. N. 
Marquis Co., c1948. 1824p. cloth 
$15.25. 


This volume, called Volume Two on 
the title page, and Second Edition in 
the preface is, according to the present 
publishers, a revision of Who’s Who in 
the East, published in Boston by Lar- 
kin, Roosevelt & Larkin, Ltd. in 1943, 
and reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, July 1944. The area covered 
is the same in the two volumes. 

The preface states that legal action 
resulted in Who’s Who in the East be- 
ing at the disposal of the A. N. Marquis 
Company. An examination of the con- 
tents of the volume reveals that the 
editorial policies of the firm have been 
adhered to in this revision; particularly 
in its inclusion and amount and type of 
information given. 

In form, this is an alphabetically ar- 
ranged biographical dictionary, which, 
according to the preface, contains a 
list of “over twenty-seven thousand 
biographies.” Examination of the vol- 
ume substantiates this figure. The in- 
dividual biographies contain no narra- 
tive but only compact lists of dates, 
positions, publications, memberships, 
honors, etc. Checking of the B and K 
sections reveals that the area covered 
includes New England, Pennsylvania, 


Delaware, Maryland, New York, New 
Jersey, West Virginia, and District of 
Columbia. 

Some biographical entries include 
only the occupation of the individual 
followed by a dagger symbol, e.g., 
Derick, Clarence George, Chemist +. A 
single dagger refers to Who’s Who in 
America and a double dagger indicates 
that current data about the biographee 
may be found in Who’s Who in Com- 
merce and Industry, both published by 
the A. N. Marquis Company. If this 
dagger system had been used consist- 
ently throughout the volume, there 
would be no duplication of biographies, 
space could have been saved, the size 
reduced, and more new biographies 
could have been included. Most of the 
entries marked with a single dagger 
refer to the current issue of Who’s Who 
in America, but two such references 
were found to earlier editions, and the 
information could only be found by 
searching back through the years. The 
entry for Kane, Howard Francis is an 
example of this. He is not listed in 
1948-49, but he is included in the 1946- 
47 volume. The time of the searcher 
could have been saved if dates had been 
added after each reference. 

Comparing the Ka section of Who’s 
Who in the East with Who’s Who in 
America 1948-49, Who’s Who in Com- 
merce and Industry, vol. 5 and the 
Current Biographical Service 1940 to 
date, we find that about 33% of the 
names in this section of Who’s Who in 
the East were not found in the other 
Marquis publications; about 27% in- 
clude biographical data in both Who’s 
Who in the East and Who’s Who in 
America; about 14% are indicated in 
Who’s Who in the East as having biog- 
raphies in Who’s Who in America; ap- 
proximately 24% were included in 
Who’s Who in the East and in the Cur- 
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rent Biographical Service 1940 to date; 
approximately 2% of the entries indi- 
cate that the biography of the subject 
appears in Who’s Who in Commerce 
and Industry or duplicate entries in 
that volume. 

At the beginning of the volume, there 
is a table of abbreviations and a state- 
ment of alphabetization practices. The 
addendum, containing material received 
too late to include in the main alpha- 
bet, is split in two—two pages bound 
at the beginning of the volume and 
fifteen pages at the end of the volume. 

The paper is thin, opaque, yellow and 
shows: a tendency to ruffle. Type is 
very small but clear. The pages are 
printed in three columns, with narrow 
margins. The book is well sewed and 
easily falls wide open at any page. It is 
attractively bound in tan buckram. 

The librarian who has Who’s Who in 
America will find on purchasing Who’s 
Who in the East that much of the ma- 
terial is already available to him; how- 
ever, this is a useful supplement to 
other Marquis publications for addi- 
tional biographical material. 

In spite of minor shortcomings in its 
system of references and of the over- 
lapping with other publications of this 
firm, Who’s Who in the East is a useful 
contribution to the collection of bio- 
graphical dictionaries. It is recom- 
mended for large reference collections 
and for all those who need the regional 
material. 


World Scope Encyclopedia, unabridged; 
a Treasury of Information on the 
Sciences, the Arts, Literature, and 
General Knowledge; editor in chief, 
William H. Hendelson. 12v. 24cm. 
New York, Universal Educational 
Guild, 1948. 1945-1948. illus. pl.

The 1947 edition of this set was re- 


viewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
October 1947 and July 1947. In April 
1932 the Progressive Reference Library, 
on which the earlier edition was based, 
was reviewed. Though it is not custo- 
mary for the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee to review editions of encyclo- 
pedias at less than five year intervals, 
the very extensive revisions claimed 
for this 1948 edition have caused the 
committee to reconsider it at this time. 

World Scope Encyclopedia, edited by 
William H. Hendelson, is planned as a 
moderate-priced home reference work 
to serve high-school students and ma- 
ture readers. It is written in popular 
style and has emphasized inclusion of 
recent information. Articles are un- 
signed, but the publisher states that 
major ones are written by experts in 
special fields. A lengthy list of “Edi- 
tors, Contributors and Consultants, 
Sources of Information and Corre- 
spondents” includes officials of cham- 
bers of commerce and other organiza- 
tions from whom information was 
obtained as well as from professors and 
other experts. There is no indication 
of which persons were actually editors 
or contributors and which were 
“sources of information.” In this edi- 
tion all the material, except a 64-page 
section of maps at the end of the last 
volume (VAN-ZYG ATLAS), is alpha- 
betically arranged. There is no index 
to the set. The non-encyclopedia mate- 
rial and the dictionary included in vol- 
umes 18-20 of the 1947 edition have 
been omitted. 

Much readable up-to-date informa- 
tion is to be found in the World Scope. 
New articles have been written on the 
Atomic Theory and Atomic Energy, 
DDT, biographies of Oppenheimer, 
Urey and others. There are good 
articles on the International Labour 
Organization, International Monetary

Fund, and United Nations (though the 
latter states that “the Trusteeship 
Council is the only organ of the United 
Nations not yet set up”; actually, it 
held its first session March 23, 1947). 
A good many entries for authors have 
been added and others rewritten to 
make them more readable and informa- 
tive: e.g., William Faulkner and Ger- 
trude Stein (new); Steinbeck, O’Neill, 
and Joyce (rewritten). A number of 
articles explain how various commodi- 
ties are made; for example, Chewing 
Gum and Carpet. The lengthy account 
on chewing gum is perhaps dispropor- 
tionate to its importance but neverthe- 
less interesting and the sort of thing 
that school children find useful. 
Inaccurate and inadequate articles 
still appear, though many of the ones 
criticized in the earlier reviews have 
been corrected. Under Gastric Juice is 
the statement “About 14 pounds... 
are secreted daily in the human adult”; 
four pounds would be more nearly cor- 
rect. There are two entries for Ben- 
tham, George, botanist, though the sec- 
ond article is really about Jeremy 
Bentham. Under Sala, George Augus- 
tus, his short lived Sala’s Journal is 
mentioned but not the more important 
Temple Bar, and the title of one of his 
books My Diary in America in the 
Midst of War has been divided into two 
titles. Several mistakes appear in the 
table of Nobel prize winners: a typo- 
graphical error assigns the 1906 prize 
in medicine and physiology to Colgi in- 
stead of Golgi; information on the 
chemistry prize for 1919 and 1920 has 
been transposed; no award is listed in 
chemistry for 1944 although it went to 
Otto Hahn. In a separate article on 
Hahn the World Scope tells of his re- 
ceiving the award, and the biography of 
Walter Nernst states that “In 1940 he 
received the Nobel Prize for Chemis- 


try,” not 1919 as is stated in the Nobel 
Prize List. 

Rather important information is 
omitted from some articles; for ex- 
ample, no birth dates are given for the 


‘ Joliot-Curies, and there is no cross ref- 


erence from Curie, Irene to Joliot- 
Curie. The article on the Abacus makes 
no mention of its ancient origin or its 
use in the Orient for calculations. Most 
of the discussion under Deaf concerns 
education of the deaf; a more complete 
account would include a cross reference 
to the separate article on Hearing Aids 
and make some mention of the fenes- 
tration operation. The article on the 
Block System of a railroad does not 
describe what it really is. Under Ocean 
there is no mention of the Antarctic 
but Oceania, in another article, is de- 
fined as “lying between Asia, the Indian 
Ocean, the Antarctic Ocean, and North 
and South America.” The need for 
more careful editing is shown by some 
of the above instances and by the lack 
of certain cross references. Two blind 
references were noted in this investiga- 
tion: Sin see also Original Sin, and 
Ocean see Sea. There is still a great 
need for more cross references, or for 
an index. There are no bibliographies. 

The 1948 edition includes an article 
on World War II which covers very 
well the events leading up to the war 
and carries the narrative to Pearl Har- 
bor. The textual account of the prog- 
ress of the war ends there and the 
story is continued only in a section of 
pictures, chronologically arranged to il- 
lustrate outstanding events. These pic- 
tures are selected from the larger pic- 
torial section of 1947; they are well 
chosen and most of them show up more 
clearly than in the previous edition be- 
cause they are printed on better paper. 
Good as the pictures are, a connected 
written account of the events of the 
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war is needed also. 

The atlas section has twice as many 
pages as the same section in the 1947 
edition. The maps are prepared by 
Hammond and many of them are new 
in this edition, including physical maps 
of the continents as well as several new 
maps of the Pacific and Caribbean 
areas; post war territorial changes are 
shown. Many of the maps are in 
stronger colors than those of the earlier 
edition and consequently not as pleas- 
ing, but they are usually clear. How- 
ever, the print is so fine in some cases 
that it is difficult to identify individual 
towns (see Switzerland). The maps of 
European countries are far more de- 
tailed than the double-page map of the 
United States. Neither a list nor an in- 
dex to the maps is provided. 

The World Scope 1948 edition is well 
printed and on good paper. Black face 
type is used for the entry words and 
running heads give the first and last 
subject on each page, except where an 
illustration appears at the top of the 
page. Pages are still unnumbered, but 
the objectionable feature of dividing 
volumes in the middle of articles has 
been eliminated. The binding is mod- 
erately sturdy and attractive and color- 
ful end papers show products of the 
continents. The gold lettering on the 
backs, however, is thin, and wears off 
with relatively little use. The illustra- 
tions come out more clearly on the 
better grade paper and many new ones 
have been added. Generally, photo- 
graphs have been substituted for the 
line drawings that illustrated many of 
the biographical articles in the older 
edition. About one hundred color plates, 
some of them excellent, have been add- 
ed. Unfortunately, they do not accom- 
pany articles on related subjects, but 
are scattered through the volumes. 
There is no table of contents for them 


and there are no references from the 
articles on the subjects. The black and 
white illustrations, however, have been 
placed with the articles concerning 
them. 

Comparison of the 1948 with the 1947 
edition shows that a great deal of re- 
vision has been done. From a sampling 
of about 300 articles in three different 
volumes it appears that 60% are the 
same; about 9% have been rewritten 
to include more accurate or recent in- 
formation or different interpretations; 
about 15% have been slightly revised 
by the addition or omission of facts; 
about 15% are entirely new headings; 
slight changes in form of entry or dif- 
ferent pronunciations account for the 
other 1%. The greatest number of new 
headings among the 300 are biogra- 
phies, including such persons as 
Maurice Evans, Fordyce Carlson, Dale 
Carnegie, Carol II of Rumania, Rein- 
hold Niebuhr, Martin Niemoeller, Al- 
fred Stieglitz, Harlan Fiske Stone. A 
number of cross references have been 
added, and new entries in science, art, 
natural history, geography, and the so- 
cial sciences included. Of the articles 
that were rewritten those on scientific 
subjects predominate. 

The rewritten or added scientific 
articles are more thorough and com- 
plete than those in the earlier edition. 
However, a great many entries for 
plants, minerals, and other natural 
phenomena are still no more than dic- 
tionary definitions. In many cases 
dictionary coverage, with accompany- 
ing line drawings, are actually better 
than those in World Scope. Slight re- 
visions of other articles usually consist 
in the addition of a sentence or two 
adding more recent information about 
a person or place, or in the omission of 
a statement that might be open to ques- 
tion. 
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A comparison of actual number of 
entries in five general encyclopedias 
made by students at one of our ac- 
credited library schools showed that 
World Scope Encyclopedia had far few- 
er entries in comparable sections than 
did the others. Samples taken in over 
70 different places in the A-F volumes 
showed the following: World Scope, 
865 entries; World Book, 1024; Ameri- 
can Peoples Encyclopedia, 1752; Nel- 
son’s Loose-Leaf, 2005; Americana En- 
cyclopedia, 2776. Examples of topics 
not found in World Scope in these sec- 
tions are: Capulets, Caramel, Caviar, 
Cloisonnes, Curry powder or Curry 
paste, Dachau, Daddy Longlegs, Edda, 
Embezzlement, Esker. 

The 1948 edition of World Scope is a 
great improvement over the 1947 edi- 
tion. It shows evidence of care in 
preparation of new articles and in re- 
vision of others, but so much was 
needed to make it accurate and up-to- 
date that errors and many inadequacies 
still exist. The publisher says that con- 
tinuous revision is in progress and that 


each new printing will include changes. 
Though the total price of World Scope 
is moderate, the cost per volume (about 
$5) is very close to that of some of the 
well-established, more complete ency- 
clopedias. It has much material to 
make it helpful for casual, quick refer- 
ence in a home where a more complete 
encyclopedia cannot be afforded, but 
would-be home purchasers should be 
sure they would be satisfied with its 
rather sketchy coverage before invest- 
ing. It is not thorough or complete 
enough for library use and cannot be 
recommended for that purpose.
